at home, consequentlyVlhtiSe ;not qualified to go, to. the front 
need have no misgiving. •' There is plenty, for them to do here 
and it is their duty to face (lie .ribhiely:tasks that confront them 
.and do Iheir'besl in .positions that bring no^decorations and 
,no visible glory,'but which really count in winning the war 
and saving the world from the sway of despotism. 


The preacher said that one thing .the people who slay at 


home mlisl dp is .to. heartily accept their war-lime responsi- 
bilities. . This means that they must be diligent in their occu- 
pations, whatever, these may be, for only by immense pro- 
duction can .the armies, and the people/behind them be prop- 
erly 'maintained.';They must be ready'to lend to Ihe govern- 
meat according Co'.•their ability and they must do all in their 
power to strengthen/the general morale' by taking an .opti- 
mistic view'of'.tilings' and never wayeringrin the belief that 
bright makes niight and must therefore ultimately prevail. 


' This,preacher lakes a.correct view of the situation. There 


is plenty to do for those who .cannot go to the front, and it is 
to be said flint the pepple^are doing it, and doing it cheerfully 
and.courageously: The'sdil is. being .tilled "as .never before 
that the nations and armies battling for world freedom may be 
.properly fed and clolhed. The country's resources have been 
promptly and generously placed at- the disposal of the gov- 
ernment. Partisan politics has been thrown info the discard 
for (he lime being by all save'those who hope lo profit from it, 
and they, too,'when delected may also .well be thrown into (he 
; discard, as many of them are very likely lo be.
